Counties declare emergency 


Snake River 
continues rise 
to historic level

HACERMAN - Carter Wilson has 
been living on (he Snake River 2S years, 
but lie's never seen the water this higli. 

“We’ve been through high water 
before," said Wilson, who lives on Boll 
Rapids Road near Hagcman, in western 
Twin Falls County. 

But never like diis year. 

Watching the same rising water, and 
expecting more by the weekend. Twin

F.iIIs County commissioners declared a 
disaster, “due to potential threat to life 
and property." The declaration puts the 
state on notice in case tilings get worse. 

Minidoka County commissioners also 
declared a state of emergency Thursday; 
C.issia County has been under a state of 
emergency for weeks. 

/Vmong Twin Falls Cmmiy Emergen^’ 
Services Director David McClain’s main 
concerns is the bridge .across the Snake 
River that carries tlic city of T'vin 1‘alls’ 
m.ain water supply. 

Twin Falls City Engineer Gary Young 
inspected the bridge and .said the river 
has to come up a long w.iy before the 
bridge is threatened. It would take 
another 10,000 cubic feet per second of 
flow before there would be any worry, he 
said. 

And the levee that protects the city 
sewage treatment plant still has seven 
feet of freeboard, Yuiing said. 

"We will definitely keep an eye on it," 
he said. 

McClain also is concerned about 
homes built on the river’s edge near the 
U.S. Higlway 30 bridge across the Snake 
River, near Hagcrman, where families 
like the Wilsons arc sandbagging and 
waiting. 

Any low lying areas along the Snake 
River may be in trouble as the river 
rises. 

In Minidoka County, concerns and 
water are both on the rise, prompting 
Thursday’s emergency dcclonition. 

George Falkner, dis.astcr coordinator 
for Minidoka County, said lie had been

Storms could

The weather sen-ice said thumiersiomis are devel- 
oping from central Nevada up througlj most of Uiali. 
Idaho, Wyoming and western Montana. The storms 
are scattered, but most carry iieavy rail,, so it is hard 
lo tell whether they will have a large impact on water 
levels. 

Thunderstorms are forecast for the Magic Valley 
ihrougli the weekend. 

Hydrologist Mike Bens said he expects the Snake 
River to peak Sunday and then begin to decrease. Inn _

President signs 
disaster relief bill 


WASHINGTON — Eager to abandon a bruising 
battle tvitit the White House, tliu Republican-con- 
trolled Congress passed S6.C billion disaster aid leg- 
-islation Thursday after stripping provisions that 
sparked on earlier veto by President Clinton. 

Clinton signed die bill soon after it arrived at Uiu 
Wiite House. Widi Ids name on die bill, the presi- 
dent raised his fist in a victory .salute. Eight mem- 
bers of Congress stood by his desk in the Oval 
Office and applauded. , 

The bill won Senate clearance on a vote of 78-21. 
Final passage in die House came moments later by 
a similarly lopsided margin of 3-18-7-t. 

The legislation would provide $5.6 billion in 
emergency relief for victims of disasters in 35 
states, the flood-ravaged Dakotas and Minnesota 
among diem. 

It also includes $1.9 billion for the Pentagon, to 
replenish accounts drained by operations in Bo^a 
and elsewhere. 

Republicans retreated on provisions relating to 
government shutdowns and the 2000 Census that 
Clinton liad objected to in the earlier measure. 

“I am especially pleased that the congressional 
majority heeded the call of common sense by ensur- 
ing that the people who need diis assistance will get 
it and by ensuring that the controversial and extra- 
neous provisions of the bill were dropped,” Clinton 
said in a wrinen statement. 

Strikingly, the top echelon of the GOP leadership 
in both houses opposed the final measure.

House passes flag burning ban

WASHINGTON — For the sec- 
ond time in two years, the House 
approved by a lopsided margin a 
popular but controversial propos- 
al that would amend the 
Constitution to outlaw burning 
the U.S. nag. 

Despite the 310-lM vote, com- 
fortably more than the nvo-thirds 
required for constitutional 
amendments, proponents of the 
measure admitted they face an 
uphill stniggle against Americans 
who consider lorclilng Old Glory a 
fonn of protected free speech. 

“If we can just pick up three 
extra votes in the Senate, then 
we’ll be on our way," Rep. Gerald 
B.il. Solomon, R-N.Y., told a sup- 
portive group of veterans and 
other amendment supporters. 
“We urc going to liold off (.send- 
ing the measure to the Senate) 
until we have time to activate the 
grass roots across the nation” to 
picssiire undecided or opposing 
senators. 

“We’ve got until next spring, if 
nece.ssary," he added. “Nothing is 
going to happen this year.” 

Idalio’s Republicans, Mike 
Crapo and Helen Chenoweth, 
voted for the measiu-e. 


In Thursday’s vote, 100 
Dcinncrni.s joined 210 Repi 
licnns in voting for the |iro]>osaI. 
Voting against were 100 Demo- 
crats, 13 Republicans and an 
Independent, 

The House vote represented 
the third time that Congre.ss has 
.set out to overturn a 19S9 
Supreme Court decision protect- 
ing flag burning as a fonn of free 
speech. Congress approved a flag- 
burning resolution in 1DB9 but 
federal judges in Seattle ami 
Washington ruled the measure 
unconstitutional. 

The latest ntiempi came afier 
the Republicans won control of 
Congress in 1995 but fell throe 
votes short in the Senate. 

Sen. Orrin G.TIatch, R-Uiali, 
who led the Senate push for the 
amendment two years ago, is 
expected to offer a measure iden- 
tical to the House-passed propo;;- 
al. 

If Congress passes ilic measure, 
two-thirds of the nation’s state 
legislatures would have to ratify 
it before the Constitution would 
be amended. Proponents said 
their diances of ultimate success 
will be much improved because 
support is stronger for the propos- 
al in state legislatures,

Utah, mountain states become newest targets for storms 


Severe storms in Arkansas and Oklahoma ebbed 
and moved cast Thursday, while downpours, wind 
and hall bombarded Utah. 

Most of the nation had some degree of rain except 
the Southwest. 

Sunshine fell on the central and southern I’lains for 
much of the day, though ferocious storms — with 
high winds, hail, lightning and even tornadoes — 
were expected late in parts of Kansas, Oklahoma, 
Missouri, Arkansas, Texas and Colorado. 

A line of moderate to heavy showers and thunder- 
storms stretched across southern Arkansas and north- 
eastern Texas, with some bad weather rcadiing into 
Illinois and Iowa. Winds at Fayetteville, Ark., peaked 
at 51 mph. 

In northern Utah, storms passed dirougli all morn- 


ing and became more intense as the day progressed, 
with gusty winds and some hail. Showers and storms 
also reached from eastern Washington state and 
Montana to central Colorado and Northern 
California. 

Scattered rain and thunderstorms covered a wide 
area east of the Mississippi River, with rain falling to 
some degree in nearly evciy eastern state Tlmrsday 
afternoon. 

The Southwest enjoyed a relatively cool day; 
desert highs were expected near 100 degrees. 

Thunderstorms rumbled across southern Idaho on 
Thursday. 

Idaho Falls had hail and 1.19 inches of rain, and a 
flash flood watch was issued for portions of southwest 
Idaho. Afternoon temperatures were cooler with 
readings mosdy in the 50s and 60s.

Captain Terry Bingham of the 
Cassia County Sheriff’s 
Department said the river was 
expected to rise anoiiier 12 to 18 
inches and peak in the next four 
days.

“We are lookfftg at unprece- 
dented water levels for the 
river," Bingham said. “But after 
the peak, experts expect high 
water for another two to three 
weeks, tvltich means people ivill 
have water at the tops of their 
retaining tvnils for a while at 
least." 

A 12-inclt increase in the river 
tvould be enough to push water 
to the sandbags piled around 
Gary and JoAnn Masoncr's 
Heybum home. 

“There is nothing we can do 
now but watt,” said JoAnn 
Miksoner. 

But the fear of the unknown 
tvorrios Sen. Denton Darlington, 
R-Decio, 3vho attended 
■lliursday’s meeting in Rupert, in 
tvhich Minidoka commissioners 
declared a flood emergency.

river - all kinds of things wc c.Tn'i 
predict will occur. Wc don't have 
a clue what that water is going to 
do.” 

By declaring an emergency, 
counties can go beyond normal 
budgets in dealing with flood 
control. 

“It also qualifies the county for 
a state declaration," said Mike 
Sfvccncy, field officer for the 
Bureau of Disaster Scri’ices. 
“That would then load to 
National Guard support or any 
other support that is available 
from state agencies." 

Sivoeney said there's a “very 
real possibility” die Snake River 
basin could soon be designated a 
disaster area, based on flooding 
in eastern Idaho. 

Meanwhile, downriver from 
Heybum, Wilson finds himself in 
a similar situation to the 
Masoners. There is little he can 
do but sandbag and wait. 

Tlie risk of liigli water is worth 
the benefits of living on die river, 
the wildlife, the view and the 
water, he said. 

But he would like to be able to 
purchase insurance. 

B ecause Twin Falls County has , 
no flood plain designation in its 
zoning regulations, Wilson and 
others who live along the river 
cannot buy federal flood insur- 
ance. 

But he is not ivithout help. 
Seed companies have donated 
bags and Idaho Power Co. has 
donated sand. And county offi- 
cials have been helpful and infor- 
mative, Carter said.

McVeigh’s life

DENVER (AP) — The jury 
began deciding whether Timodiy 
McVeigh should live or die 
lliursday, after Ids laivyer himed 
darkly of more violence, if the 
convicted Oklahoma City bom- 
ber is executed. 

“You have to make the first 
step to restore domestic tranquil- 
ity," defense attorney Stephen 
Jones said in his closing argu- 
ment of the penalty phase. “You 
know noiv that Oklahoma City 
siancd something." 

The jurors deliberated nearly 
five hours before being sent 
home for the night. Tliey are to 
return this morning. 

Outside of court, bombing sur- 
vivors and victims’ families were • 
outraged by die summation.

In January, Blass and partner 
Joe Russell purchased 70 acres 
cm 3200 East, off Kimberly Road. 
He said thjiy bought the land 
because that area is growing and 
it could be a good site os well as 
any for a new inicrmodal center 
where truck shipments could be 
loaded onto trains. 

The city Urban Renewal 
Agency had voted to buy l^stcm 
Idaho Railroad’s property along 
Minidoka Avenue as part of Old 
Towne revitalization. With the 
money, the railroad will buy land 
to relocate its switching yard and 
develop an intemiodal center. 

In mid-April, Blass told the 
TimcS'News the railroad had not 
contacted him about his land. 
Those discussions were raised 
later and have escalated in the 
last few weeks, he said. 

The railroad has apparently 
narrowed its search, Blass said, 
and is considering the land Blass 
and Rus.scU own. 

Mike Klaus, Eastern Idaho 
president and a chamber board 
member, said the company ivas 
. considering several sites, but 
declined to elaborate, calling it 
inappropriate at this point. 

He also declined comment on 
Blnss’ resignation. 

Blass earlier denied using any 
information from his chamber 
position' to make the land invest- 
ment, saying the project had 
been ^scussed publicly for years. 
He also said tlicrc was no conflict 
of interest involving the cham- 
ber, which had acted as sounding 
board and coasultant to the inter- 
modal project. 

Blass said he told tlio diambcr 
board about the land purchase in 
February. The group agreed it 


was no conflict and expressed 
faith in Blass to prevent one. I'hc 
topic of Blass’ investment or of 
any potential conflict was not 
raised again in a diambcr board 
meeting, Jus.$cl said. 

But outside the meetings, 
“(Blass) vras quite frustrated peo- 
ple were poindng fingers at him,” 
said Ken Edmunds, another 
chamber board member. “Me did 
everything to avoid a conflict. 
Sometimes appearances arc 
greater tlian remity. ; 

“Todd's a great guy and the 
biggest loss is us president.

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Rising problem: Colleges try to slow grade inflation

WASHINGTON — The University of 
Virginia School of Law stood its ground for 
about nvo decades. 

The mean grade in every course could be 
, • no higher than a 3.0, or a B. But amid stu- 
dent complaints, the faculty did a study and 
■ discovered they hand out only half as many 
A’s — and three times as many C’s — as 
other leading law schools across America. 

So the faculty decided in April to ease grad- 
ing standards. Beginning in the fall, the mean 


grade in every course will be a 33, or E plus. 

"We thought we had to level the playing 
field," said Professor John Monahan, chair- 
man of the Curriculum Committee, which 
investigated grading at other elite law 
schools. “You don’t want to be the only 
school that doesn’t raise its grades." 

The step was a delayed capitulation to 
the phenomenon known as grade inflation, 
in which students receive higher grades 
than their predecessors without a corre- 
sponding rise in achievement. From the 
West Coast to the East, colleges and univer- 


sities are trying to find a <vay to reverse it. 

Take Stanford University, where in 
recent years 90 percent of all letter grades 
were no lotver than a B. Or Harvard Law 
School, where two-thirds of graduates leave 
the hiillowed halls srith honors, compared 
with one-quarter 20 years ago. Or 
Georgetown University, where 42 {>crcent 
of undergraduate grades were A's in 1994, 
compared with 26 percent in 1980. Or Duke 
University, where, professors calculated, if 
current trends tvere to continue, 97 percent 
of all grades would be A's in 25 years. 


While some academics say today’s stu- 
dents are simply better prepared for col- 
lege and deserve the higher grades, others 
say Uie longtime trend renders liigh grades 
meaningless. They refer to it as die “Lake 
Wobegon syndrome," a reference to 
Garrison Keillor’s mjihical town ivhere'the 
diildren arc till alwve average. 

“Grades have inflaied over tlie years," stiid 
Darid Pilbcam, Harvard University under- 
graduate dean, “and one of tlie most .signifi- 
cuu problems this presents us Midi is dial it 
narrows our ability to discriminate among 


what are clearly discriinjnaiable studenLs." 

The issue of grade inflation is part of a 
continuing debate in the United States 
about education .siandards, and its conse- 
quences ire seen not only at school but in 
political ;md economic arenas.

D. suggesied die stale 
pay in-s.ute college tuition for students 
who had B averages in high school and 
maintaii them in college, critics said ii 
could inspire a run of grade inflation; ii

Schools use different strategies in effort to ease problem

WASHINGTON - Schools are 
trying different ways to combat 
grade inflation, in which students 
' receive higher grades than their 
predecessors witnout a correspond- 
ing rise in achievement. 

-Some, such as Stanford 
University, have added pluses and 
minuses to their grading systems 
to allow professors more options. 
Others have blocked students 
from dropping classes late in a 
semester — a step usually to 


avoid blemishing their academic 
record with a bad grade. And 
some schools, such as Dartmouth 
College, have started recording on 
transcripts the median grade in 
the course as well as a student’s 
inindual grade. 

The most direct assault was con- 
templated this year at Duke 
University, where average grades 
rose from about Z7 in 1969 to about 
3.3 in 1994. Amid rising concern 
about grades, rto professors devised 
the "Achievement Index.” a .system 
its creators say is a fairer summary 


of student performance than the 
-Standard grade point average (GPA). 

Professors would continue lo 
give individual grades, but those 
grades would then be adjusted to 
reflect grading patterns of insinic- 
tors as well as difficulty of sub- 
ject. Students would be compared 
not only with students in their 
course, but wiiii all students. Each 
student would have a GPA in each 
class as well as an Achievement 
Index. 

“Tlie idea was to eliminate some 
of the incentives students have for 


taking classes where they know 
they can get a high mark," said 
Valen Johnson, associate professor 
of statistics, who devised the plan. 

A divided faculty in the College 
of ;Wi5 and Sciences rejected the 
proposal recently, but Johnson, 
who conceded making some errors 
in tlie plan, said he plans to modify 
it and advance it again. 

Opponents, including many stu- 
denis, say the plan is unfair and 
impractical. But some students say 
something has to be done about 
grading inequities.

WASHINGTON (AP) - In a 
bid to help America "grow 
together as one," President 
Clinton opened a year long initia- 
tive on race relations Thursday 
by appointing a board to advise 
him on the divisive issue. 

The diverse panel — three 
whites, two blacks, one Hispanic 
and one Korean-Amcrican — v,^ 
be chaired by prominent black 
historian John Hope Franklin, 82. 

A staff of IS to 20 federal 
employees will run the operation. 

The board’s first chore will be 
helping Clinton polish a Saturday 
commencement address that 
aides hope will serve as a hall- 
mark of his presidency. He plans 
to trace the history of racism and 
division, urge Americans to talk 
frankly about their .prejudices 
and present his vision for a more 
united America. 

The speech will be the first 
step. Clinton plans to be host for 
a number of race events through- 
out the year, Including town 
halls, to spur a national discus- 
sion. 

He will cap the effort with a 
personal report to the nation, 
offering solutions and opinions. 

“Our hope is that, in a year's 
dme, we \riil have ways that both 
policies and people can help the 
nntion respect each others’ differ- 
ences but, at (he same time, grow 
together as one,” said deputy 
White House chief of staff Sylvia 
Mathews who unveiled the plan 
to reporters. 

Aides predicted widespread 
criticism — from pcoplc-wanting 
Clinton to do more to others 
wanting him to do less.

This year's potato slump is making 
life hatter chan usual for workers, es- 
pecially the hundreds facing c.\tcnded 
layoff at J.R. Simplot Co. 'Hie obvious 
expedient - commuting westward to 
greener pastures - may be impractical 
if workers are handicapped by educa- 
tion or language. 

Local leaders in those counties are 
wisely looking to invigorate their eco- 
nomic-development efforts, in hope of 
attracting more diversified industries 
as a cushion against food-processing 
cycles. Similar efforts plainly have 
benefited the Twin Falls area. 

As the east end of the valley sails 
through buffeting economic cross- 
winds, business and government lead- 
ers to the west should give whatever 
help they can, reinforcing regional 
communication and cooperation. You 
need only read license plates in Twin 
Falls parking lots to realize how tight- 
ly this valley’s various communities 
are interlined.

W e arc now witnessing - 
most recently iii.lTaiice 
but al.s() in the United 
Slates and elsewhere - 
the triumph of conser- 

vati.sm. 

Tliis is not, of course, what you’re hear- 
ing. "Europe has turned left," says The 
Wall Street Journal, noting that 13 of 15 
countries in the European Union now 
have lefrish governments. In France, riie- 
sociali.sis have ju.st slaugliiered tlie cen- 
tcr-rigln in parliamentary elections. In 
Britain, Labor defeated tho Conser\-a- 
lives for the first lime in a general elec- 
tion since 1979. Tie conventional wis- 
dom has got the facts right; what’s WTong- 
isthe interpretation. 

The first definition of “con.sen'atism” 
(relying on Webster’s) is “the disposition 
in politics to preserve what’s estab- 
lished." It is this basic conser- 

vaiism that has triumphed. 

People in wealthy democracies 
don’t want radical economic or 
social change. Wliatever looks 
like radical change (even if it 
is fairly mild) stirs their wrath. The domi- 
nant political philosophy is: please do not 
disturb. . 

France’s center-right government fell 
for its efforts to trim the country’s lavish 
social benefits. Cuts - deemed necessary 
to reduce the budget deficit - aroused 
widespread anger. President Clinton’s 
national health plan in 1993 baffled peo- 
ple and seemed to threaten the doctor- 
patient relationsliip. That helped Repub- 
licans win Congress in 1994. But two 
years later, they couldn’t recapture the ' 
Wliite House, because their plan to over- 
haul Medicare seemed to threaten many 
popular middle-class programs. 

^\’hnt moves electorates is not ideology 
but psychology. The unifying theme in 
these and other contests is that voters re- 
acted less to any particular political 
agenda than to personal threats, real or 
imagined, that governments might rep- 
resent. In Britain, Tony Blair won pre- 
cisely because he made the Labor Par- 
•ty unthreatening. Itivould bc middle — 



class and sympathetic, not proletarian 


i his prevented Jolin Major’s govern- 
ment-tinged with scandal -from over- 
coming its own unpopularity, despite a 
solid overall record. Under the Conserva- 
tives, Britain’s economy became one of 
Ftirnpr-’s strongest, Its uaenployment is 
now about 7 percent, compared witli Ger- 
many’s nearly 10 percent and France’s 
12.5 percent. But voters don’t respond to 
political philosophy so much as to their

tion and taxes. But there never was a re- 
pudiation of the welfare state’s protec- 
tive cocoon. Even in Margaret Thatcher’s 
Britain, the state hasn’t .slinink much. In

cent of national income. In 1996 it was 42 
percent of national income. 

People vote their interests. In 1993 the 
Frencli gave the riglit<enter 460 seats in 
Parliament. Four years later, the riglit- 
center got 242 scats. Had the ba.sic be- 
liefs of the French really sliified so 
much? Cenainly not. In the United 
States, voters trust neither party- so they 
rely on a Republican Congress and 
Democratic president to check each oth- 
er. Tlus conservatism is pragmatic and, 
to be frank, selfish. 

It may also be delusional. Often it fnis- 
crates societies from adjusting to un- 
avoidable change. Europe’s unemploy- 
ment has been dnven up by rigid 


own yearning for security. 

The failure to make this distinction is 
one reason electoral preferences often 
seem erratic. Politicians -and many com- 
mentators - imbue elections with more 
pliilosophical significance than they de- 
serve. As a result, abrupt shifts are rou- 
tinely declared when they often exist 
mairdy in rhetoric. Here is the conserva- 
tive writer David Frum agonizing recent- 
ly in The Weekly Standard over his side’s 
setbacks: 

“It’s baffling. It seems just yesterday - 
it was just yesterday - that the collapse 
of communism, the success of Reagan 
and Thatcher and Kohl ... were widely 
thought to have settled tho big political 
questions once and for all. That teious 
left-wing project, the search for a third 
ivay benveen liberty and central plan- 
ning, appeared terminally discredited.” 

In fact, electorates never veered to the 
far ideological right. \Vhat brou^t right- 
ist leaders to poiver in the 1980s was the 
-upsets of the 1970s: mainly rising infla — 


H'haf's "'^8“ and high social benefits. 

Companies fear hiring (because la- 
bor costs ore too tiigli), and die 

jobless stay unemployed (because 

the benefits are so generous). Yet 
even timid efforts by France’s govern- 
ment to modify these policies met with re- 
jection. 

The socialists’ policies miglit make mat- 
ters worse. Their proposals include rais- 
ing the minimum wage (now S6.S0 an 
hour) and reducing the standard work- 
week from 39 to 36 liours iriihout pay 
cuts. Both steps would increase labor 
costs and make French products less com- 
petitive. 

The United States does not have this 
particular problem, but it does share 
with Europe a reluctance to anticipate 
an aging society. No one wants to alter 
popular programs for the elderly, even 
though everyone knows that these pro- 
grams svill someday have to be altered. 
The paralysis illuminates a central prob- 
lem of advanced democracies: How to 
prepare for change when the constituen- 
cy against change represents a majority?

Treasury unveils 
updated $50 bills 


WASIUNCTON — The new $50 
bill, Uie Treasury’s latest effort to 
prevent counterfeiting, also indudes 
a large number “50" on the back to 
help people tvidi poor eyesigliL 

Thursday’s unveiling came 16 
months after introduction of a new 
$100 note and will be followed by 
redesigned $20 bills next year. 
Ollier currency denomin.Ttions — 
the $10, SS and $1 bills — will bo 
revamped later. 

The new currency replaces the 
$50 bill design in use since 1929 
when it is issued this fall. 

For most people, the most vi.si' 
bic difference !.s on enlarged, off- 
center portrait of President 
Ulysses S. Grom on die front of the 
note and the large “50" on die bot- 
tom riglit-hund comer of die back. 

Ihc engraving of the Cipitol on 
the back also has been enlarged to 
include more detail and reflect a 
contemporary view of the build- 
ing’s west front. 

The bill is packed widi higli-tcdi 
features designed cu thtvnn coun- 
terfeiters from effectively using 
advanced tcclinolo^cs including 
color copiers, scanners and print- 
ers to produce ncor-duplicatcs. 

“Widi diis redesign, government 
demonstrates its ability to stay 
ahead of the technology curve,” 
Treasury Scactary Robert Rubin 
said in on unveiling ccrumnny at the 
Bureau of Engraving and IVindng 

Tliu Secret Service says it identi- 
fied counterfeited versions of the 
remade $100 bills only one-eigli- 
tcenth as often os it did with the old 
series. The now notes represent a 
third of the $100 bills in circulation. 

Like the introduction of the 
redesigned $100 notes, the new $50s 


will repbee the older series gradual- 
ly, older bilk Ixnng rcplaaxi as dicy 
reach the Federal Reserve from 
depository institutioas. 

Alwut S-56.5 billion in $50 bills 
are in drculadon. 

Both Rubin and Federal Resen-e 
Qiaiman /Uan Greenspan emplia- 
siztjd’dtai die older bills remain legal 
tender. They said casting notes will 
not be recalled or devalu«t 

Tlic Treasury Depanment said 
that when the smaller bills arc 
redesigned, they too will bear a 
large denumination idcndficadon 
number, as will future rcdcatigns of 
dieSlOOnnic. 

It said more than 3.7 million 
Americami have vi.s-uoI dlsabilidcs 
and as many as 10 million have 
milder forms of visual impairment. 

“The bigger, bolder numerals will 
be hnlpful to millions of young 
Americans bom widi impaired vision 
and adults who lose vision in later 
life — tks well as oil those people who 
don't alvvo^s wear diuirfdasscs," said 
Putrida M. Beattie, first vice presi- 
dent of the Coimdl of CtizerLS Widi 
Low Vision Iniemadonal. 

High-tech anti-counterfuitlng 
features Indude:

Dana Dewey, 30, ciiarged witli escap-

Christopher LcFavour, 25, initially 
was charged with a felony accessory to 
escape, but was sentenced Thursday 
on a lesser charge for what police say 
was his part in the incident.

Products Inc., whose Cassia 
County chemical mixing plant is • 
closed pending a county investi- 
gation, is changing names and 
buying into another company. 

The company will change its 
name to Sundance Ag., said Don 
Dean, Rainbow president. The 
company is also buying a product 
label and marketing business 
from OR-CAL Inc., an Oregon 
chemical company that has been 
selling the Burley plant's product 
as Scctagon 42. 

Rainbow Farm Products’ trou- 
bled plant southwest of Burley 
has been out of production for 
weeks. A chemical tank at the 
•plant exploded April 3, killing 
employee Paul H. Stewart and 


sending seven other people to the 
hospital. 

The Burley manufacturing 
plant has been shut down since 
the explosion. Its cause has not 
yet been released. 

The Burley plant makes metam 
sodium, a soil fumigant used in 
Idaho mainly by potato growers 
to kill weed seeds and parasites. 

OR-CAL will continue to oper- 
ate its Junction City, Ore., plant, 
Dean said. Rainbow Farm 
Products is just buying the 
metam sodium label and market- 
ing business. The company is 
budding a svarchousc in Wallula, 
Wash. 

OR-CAL referred comment 
Thursday to Dean. 

Rainbow Farm Products is 
owned by Sundance Resources 
Inc., operated out of Phoenix and 
incorporated in Colorodo. Robert 


V. Kcricy oivns Sundance 
Resources, a private company. 

Rainbow Farm Products has 
agreed not to manufacture its 
product until Cassia County com- 
mis.sioncrs determine the cause 
of the accident and whether the 
company should be allowed to 
continue its operations in the 
county. 

Cassia County Prosecutor 
Stephen Byxvater said Thursday 
the hearing possibly could be 
held within the next couple of 
weeks, depending on when it can 
be scheduled.

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Paving the way: Gastleford 
council accepts road proposal

CASTLEFORD — Bumpy dirt 
. roads in Casdeford soon will he a 
thing of the past. 

Wednesday, the City Council 
voted to accept the road paving 
proposal submitted by the Buhl 
Highway Disiiict. 

The proposal calls for pa\ing all 
the roads in Otsdeford over a two- 
year period. The only road now 
paved is Main Street, lx.-am.su it's 
a county road. 

The council first was 
api^ronchcd with cite idea of 
paving the road.s in March. 


County Commissioner Marvin 
Cox and Buhl Highway District 
Supcrincendcnt Harold Miller 
created a proposal within the 
town’s financial budget. TTie pro- 
ject will cost an estimated 
$67,500, which will be paid over 
15 years at 5 percent interest. Of 
tile approximate $9,700 due the 
first year, $6,000 is due by May 
or June 1998. 

The Buiil Highway District will 
maintain the roads over those 15 
years and receive all taxes from 
the Moior Users Revenue Fund 
— about S3,700 annually. 

Construction will begin in June 
1998 with priming the roads, then 


sealing in August. The south side 
of town will be paved first to 
accommodate construction of the 
high school’s new ag building on 
the north side. The first roads to 
be paved include Elm, Oak, 
Rome, Winesap, Johnathon and 
Bcllflcur. 

Before construction can 
begin, the town must survey to 
determine property lines, fhis 
may entail moving fences and 
shrubs to reestablish the right 
of way on either side of the 
roads. 

If all goes according to plan, 
the paving project should be fin- 
ished in 1999.

Rodri- 
guez said not vacating it would 
cause a hardship because of con- 
struction done there over the 
years. 

Fire Chief Red Orr had no 
objections to the trailer court's 
plan to construct a cul-dc-.sac iti 


that area a.s long n.s there is least

truck. Jones agreed the trailer 
court would be responsible for 
snow removal from the cul-de-sac. 

Mayor Gwen Rost said she will 
have the city niiomey draw up an 
ordinance on the alley vacation; 

The 
parties also discussed plans for 
water and sewer lines which Rost 
said the Division of Environ- 
mental.

• Rost said a plan is afoot to 
resume the Gem Community 
process in Wendell, and the 
town’s committee needs a new 
cliairman and memhers. The 
statewide program, administered 
by the Depanment of Commerce, 
iielps towns develop according to 
residents’ wishes — determined 
in Wendell by a survey several 
years ago. 


• The council approved US

Glenns Ferry drops former city 
employees from insurance policy

GLENNS FERRY — Retired 
Glenns Ferry city employees no 
longer will iiave group health 
insurance coverage. Mayor 
Sandra Cranor said. 

Cranor said she received noti- 
fication from the city’s insurance 
carrier that retirees no longer 
will be allowed coverage on tiie 
employee plan. 

While the mayor and council 
members expressed sympathy 
for the former employees, they 
agreed the city cannot afford to 
carry individual policies — 
which can exceed up to five 
times the group rate — on its 
retirees. 

“We arc looking to the future 
when 50 percent of the city’s 
budget ends up going to our 
rccircc.s’ insurance,” Councilman 
John Morris said. 

A group of retired city officials 
attended Wednesday’s council 
meeting to protest being 
dropped from the policy provid- 
ed to city employees. 

Former City Clork Eddie 
Bostic said the retirees were 
granted full coverage medical, 
dental, vision and life insurance 
in a resolution tiic council 
passed in 1989. The resolution 
said city employees retiring 
after 20 or more years of service 
“shall continue to receive all 
city insurance benefits paid by 
the city of Glenns Ferry for the 
balance of their natural lives." 

“We have a total of 150 years 
of employment among our 
retirees and we shouldn’t get the 
shaft like this," Bostic told the 
council. 

Glenns Fcny City Maintenance 
Supervisor Butch Anderson 
ognHKl. 

“Over the year^, our boards 
change and our bosses change, 
but we stay on,” he said. 

Anderson worried that the 
council’s resolution would not 
provide any commitment of 


future liealth insurance coverage 
to its employees.

The amount will 
equal the city’.s costs were the 
retired individuals still 
employed by the city, Because 
the city's group-plan premiums 
arc based on the policyholder’s 
age, older retirees would receive 
a slightly higlier monthly pay- 
ment up to age 65, when the city 
would pay the equivalent of sup- 
plemental Medicare insurance. 

The new resolution will take

In a separate motion, the coun- 
cil also agreed make a payment 
(0 all current retirees in lieu of a 
life insurance premium, based 
on current rates for Its employ-

WENDELL - Lewis Eilers and 
attendees at the Wendell 
Chamber of Commerce meeting 
debated water pollution attrib- 
uted to dairies Wednesday. 

Eilers, executive director of the 
Idaho Dairymen's Association, 
said there is only one document- 
ed case in (he state in which a 
dairy polluted (he aquifer, and 
that was because someone dyna- 
mited a lagoon. Dairy wells arc 
tested twice per year, he said, 
and a dairy with a well out of 
compliance mav not sell its milk. 

“We don't pollute the aquifer," 
Eilers said. "We have to have 
clean water.” 

Eilers said high nitrates in 19 
Buhl wclhk nn issue two years ago, 
were onfoirly blamed on a dairy. 

“In every instance it was 
because (people) were polluting 
their own wells with their septic 
systems,” Eilers said. ‘‘The (dairy) 
lagoon ivatcr had less nitrate than 
whac was in ciiose wells.” 

Wendell attorney Robert 
Bartlett was skeptical of Eilers' 
claim that dairies don’t pollute 
the aquifer, and he suggested 
(hat rain falling on manure-cov- 
ered ground would leucli sub- 


stances into ground water. 

Eilers said that runoff from a 
heavy rain on fields with manure 
could pollute a creek, but that 
such circumstances “probably 
would not pollute the aquifer.” 

Agriculture traditionally has 
been exempt from restrictions on 
manure application, Eilers said, 
but the state Division of Environ- 
mental Quality is planning rules 
on this and related issues such a.s 
sediment runoff from fields. 

Bartlett asked whether south 
Gooding County has reached a 
point of too many cows or inade- 
quate farmland on which to 
spread manure responsibly. 

Eilers said no. He says manure 
is not waste but a resource con- 
taining nitrogen, phosphorous and 
potash - tho nutrients of fertilizer 
- plus organic matter tliat's good 
for the ground. Manure can be 
hauled economically for only 10 
miles but compost can be shipped 
profitably for 300 miles. Compost 
West of Jerome is shipping its 
product to Las Vegas, ho said. 

Bartlett said titc daity industry 
is avoiding setting a standard for 
numbers of cows per acre. 

Such a standard cannot be set, 
Eilers said, bccaase manure con- 
sumption depends on the amount 
of nutrients in the manure and

Wendell dairyman Edwit 
Southfield said he has seen 30cov 
dairies on 4(X) acres of land caust 
more pollution than 3,000-cow 
dairies with that amount of Iwd. 

“Half of the dairies that we pur 
chased, their manure water wa 
running right into the canal,' 
Southfield said. "We’ve probably 
eliminated more pollution Ity buy 
ing these smaller dairies out thar 
we ever would have caused.” 

Southfield said manure natu 
rally seals the bottom of lagoons, 
preventing seepage, but newci 
lagoons have “absolutely no seep- 
age whatsoever" because they 
are sealed with bentonite. 

Lagoon water can be used for 
irrigation, Southfield said, and his 
operations have no problem find- 
ing users of his dairies’ manure. 

Ellers said more farmers arc 
using manure for fertilizer, and 
California farmers arc paying for 
manure in addition to the ha^ng 
costs. 

Southfield said Gooding 
County farmers arc not yet pur- 
chasing manure.

Authorities advised residents in 
severf eastern Idaho farming com- 
munities to evacuate flooded areas 
Thursday while more snowmelt 
poured into Palisades Reservoir 
than the flow being released into 
the, swollen Snake lUvcr. 

‘Til be herding cows on a jet 
ski,” said Mark Lundquist, a 
marine depu^ for the Bonneville 
County sherifrs office in Idaho 
Falls. “Tliis is to be expected when 
you live in low counoy. But it’s still 
discouraging to see it happen." 

The brown, muddy water push-, 
ing through tlic area was the first 
sign of Wednesday's release of a 
record 37,000 cubic feet per sec- 
ond from Palisades near the 
Wyoming border. 

Residents from nearby Swan 
Valley to south-central Idaho 
stacked sandbags as water 
lapped at their property. 

Even more — up to 40,000 cfs 
— may be released in the days 
ahead, said Dell Sutheimer, the 
dam's facility manager.

The decision came after efforts 
to shore up a dike failed and 
water flowed over it.

Idaho joins 35 other 
states in tobacco suit 


BOISE (AP) — Without fanfare 
and despite public concern over 
Idaho's stand on smoking, the 
state has joined 35 oilicrs in suing 
the tobacco industry for reim- 
bursement of taxpayer spending 
to treat smoking-related illnesses 
in poor people. 

Although the suit was filed in 
4th District Court on Monday, 
Attorney General Alan Lance did 
not acknowledge the acdon until 
Thursday when his office issued a 
June Wated statement. 

• The lawsuit came as settlement 
talks tvith the industry were put 
on hold again this week after one 
-leading-cigarette maker objected - 
tq nicotine regulation. 

Lance, who received a S300 con- 
tribution from one of the state’s 
top tobacco lobbyists during his 
1994 campaign, said in the state- 
ment that after an “exhaustive 
and lengthy review, ... it is my 
determination that it is in the best 
interests of Idaho to file suit 
now.” 

The Department of Health and 
Welfare estimated that the state 
spends about 510 million a year 
tiuDUgii the Medicaid program to 
treat smoking-related illnesses. 

That amounts to®barely 2 per- 
cent of what taxpayers shell out 
each year under the state-federal 
program providing health care for 
the poor, and it is infinitesimal to 
the claims of other states. New

Wyoming may reintroduce ferrets 


ROCK SPRINGS. Wyo. (/VP) — 
Several Sweenvater County resi- 
dents who attended a recent 
meeting on a proposal to release 
endangered black-footed ferrets 
in the area expressed concerns 
about the animals’ possible 
impacts on indastry- 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service has proposed releasing 
ferrets in Sweetwater County, 
' nortliwcsicm Colorado and north- 
eastern Utah as part of ongoing 
efforts to restore wild populations 
of die spcdcs. 

Agency official Hob Leachman 
said biologists believe the area 
under consideration for the pro- 
gram was part of the ferrets' his- 
torical range. 

The program is designed to 
establish a population of 1,500 
free-ranging breeding adults in 10 
or more different colonies by 2010. 


Leachman saicPuncc the goal is 
achieved, the black-footed ferret’s 
endangered stams \vould be down- 
graded to threatened. 

But several area residents 
expressed concern the agency may 
be moving too quickly on the plan. 

Leonard Hay said it was unclear 
exactly where the boundaries for 
the experimental population zone 
would be drawn. He added the 
land under consideration for the 
reintroduction is used for many 
activities including oil and gas 
development and cattle grazing 
Pete Sail of Black Butte Cool Co. 
said his company was concerned 
about how the ferrets’ presence 
would affect his companies ^ture 
development plans. 

He said the area proposed for 
t)ie e^rimental zone is less than 
10 miles from the mine and asked 
Fish and Wildlife Service officials 


whether animals ranging outside 
the experimental zone would still 
be protected by the Endangered 
Species Aa. 

The officials did not answer ques- 
tions at the meeting. The comments 
and questions gathered during such 
meetings will be addressed in the 
final ruling on the plan, which is 
expeaed to be Issued in April 1998. 

The plan was first proposed 
about 10 years ago. Federal biolo- 
gists have said there arc about 400 
ferrets in seven captive-breeding 
centers around the country. 
Officials hope to place 20 of them 
in (he proposed rcintroduccion 
area. 

The ferrets would be designat- 
ed as a “noncssential, experimen- 
tal” species, providing them will 
less-stringent protection than they 
would enjoy as an endangered 
spedes. 


Apartment constmetion permits drop 56% in Utah 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
Permits for apartment construc- 
tion in Utah during the first quar- 
ter were down 56 percent from 
the same quarter a year earlier, a 
University of Utali report said. 

“We expected apartment con- 
struction to decline but it dropped 
off much more dramatically than 


we tliouglit," said Austin Sargent, 
a rescardi analyst with tlie school’s 
Bureau of Economic and Business 
Research, which prepared the 
Utah (Tonstniction Report. 

Sargent attributed the decline 
to a growing distaste for apart- 
ment projects among municipali- 
ties and homeowners. •

MADISON, Wis. (/\1») — A fed- 
eral judge has dismissed the 
Wi.sconsin Justice Department’s 
challenge to the Environmental 
Protection Agency’s authority to 
let Indian tribes set and enforce 
water quality standards on 
reservations. 

U.S. District Judge Barbara 
Crabb said state lawyers were 
wasting liote and money pushing 
the case even after the agree- 
ment in question had been with- 
drawn by the EPA. 

But Justice Department 
spokesman Kelly Kennedy 
shrugged off Crabb’s comments, 
declaring the state the winner in 
the ruling because it retains 
“the authority to regulate state 
waters on the reservations.” 

What the state wanted and did 
not get, Kennedy- conceded, was 
“a ruling on the legal issues — 
that the state has the authority 
to maintain water quality stan- 
dards.” 

That is chiefly because the 
EPA withdrew its agreements 
with the Lac du Flambeau 
Chippewa band and the Oneida 
tribe last month after state attor- 
' neys said there was evidence 
; that the EPA’s decision was 
based on fraudulent documents. 

They contended that docu- 
ments purportedly used by the 
EPA in deciding whether to 
gram the authority to the tribes 
actually were prepared after the 


decisions were made. 

Even after the EPA pulled 
the agreements, the state 
asked Crabb to decide wliether 
the agency iiad authority to 
grant the tribes authority over 
water quality regulation in the 
future. 

Crabb said the case was moot 
because the EPA withdrew the 
agreements with no evidence 
the tribe will reapply for a new 
agreement. 

“Contrary to the state's asser- 
tions, it is not preordained (hat 
the controversy will recur,” 
Crabb wrote in her decision. 
“The band has stated in open 
court that it has not made a final 
decision whether to file a new 
application. It is not at all clear 
that if the band docs reapply the 
agency will reach the same deci- 
sion on the application. 

The judge speculated that the 
mishandling of the last applica- 
tion will prompt personal 
changes in the regional EPA 
office that would affect any 
future decisions. 

The state has claimed chat 
EPA’s agreements with the 
tribes infringe on the state's 
exclusive power over public 
waters in Wisconsin. 

The EPA contends the so- 
called “treatment-as-a-state” 
agreements arc dearly allowed 
under the U.S. Clean Water 
Act.

In 1988, they won $31.1 
miUion in die case of anodicr pilot 
who promised to scatter die aslies 
of 5,000 people but instead 
dumped them, unseparated, on his 
own 10-acre lot in the Sierra 
Nevada foodiilLs. 

In the latest case, die ashes ivere 
discovered Juno 5 after a tenant at 
a self-storage facility in Discovery 
Bay, SO miles east of San Frand.s- 
CO, complained die unit next to ids 
ivas jammed so full the w:UI was 
caving in. 

Investigators stepped into a 
scene out of a horror movie — a 
hoard of cracked and splitting 
cardboard bo.xec full of cremated 
remains. Tho remains of tliou- 


sands more people were found at 
other storage facilities rented by 
Vieira and in die hangar contain- 
ing his dusty plane. Some of the 
remains had been mingled, hut 
most had been kept separate. 

Most of the ashes date back to 
the mid-1980.s and are from 
Northern California. Authorities 
.said same may never be identified. 

Sheriffs Sgt. Jerry Knutson .said 
Vieira was picking up remains from 
mortuaries as late as last ivcck. 

Attorneys said the cases high- 
light a lack of regulation on the 
part of the indu.stiy and tlie state. 

To become a re^.stered disposer 
of cremated remains — there are 
now about 175 of them — a person 
need only pay a $1(XI registration 
fee and the $50 annual renewal. 
Registrants must also file an annu- 
al repon on remaias handled, but 
there are no iaspections. 

'lliosc regulations were enacted 
in Uie wake of the 1980s scandal, 

Nancj- Hardakcr, spoke.swoman 
for the state Consumer Affairs 
Department, said the agency is 
checking to see if new or stronger 
regulatioas could prevent a repeat. 

However, Ms. Hardakcr noted 
that Vieira, liceased in 198G, had 
filed reports saying he had dis- 
posed of ashes, ami didn’t draw 
consumer complaints, the usual 
trigger for department action. 

“We can’t be cvctynvhere," she 
said. 

Vieira, 52, lost his pilot's med- 
ical certificate in 1986, according 
to records from the Federal 
Aviation Administration.

None of the .3200 Nez Perce who 
live on the reservation in Lipwai 
and aniimd die country will actual- 
ly move to these rugged canyons, 
excejn for peiiuips a caretaker, 
Instead, the Chief Joseph Pre- 
serx'e as the land will lie known, 
will serve mostly as winter range 
for elk. It is also home to black 
bear, bighorn sheep, mule tieer, 
peregrine falcons ami steelheail. 
But owning a piece of this land 


tieep meaning for the Ne: 
Perce. 

“My ancestors looked on tiiis 
land with their eyes,” Axtell said. 
"Now I have a chance to Iixik on it 
with myeye.s." 

On ’nuirsday, Axiell was to per- 
form a blessing ceremony on the 
laml. 'Hie ceremony w;ls to include 
a procession of Nez Perce riders on 
tlieir famed Appaloosii iiorse,s. 

Before the war of 1877, the Nez 
Perce had a long history' <’f cooper- 
ation with the U.S, government. 
They fed a starving Lewis and 
Clark after the explorers crossed 
the liocky Momitain.s in 1805. 

The tribe was proud of never 
having killed a wiiiie man, umil 
the Army ordered Joseph’s iiaml 
to tlie resemition to make room 
for .settlers. .Joseph refu.sed, hav- 
ing won a promise from Pre.sideni 
Uly.ssL'S S, Grant allowing his iiami 
lo.stay ill tlie Wiillm-"' coumry’- 

Tlie Army evetuually ciiased 
Joseph’s hand to Montana and 
captured them. Joseph surren- 
dered after living promised lie 
timid go hack to the resen-acion. 

“Hear me. my chiefs.” Josepli 
declared, "i am tired; my lieart is 
sick and sad. From where the .sun 
now stands, I will.figlu no more 
forever," 

Instead of tlie reservation, the 
Anny took Josepli’s hand to I-'on 
l.eav'enw<irih, Kan., and then the 
Indian Territory in Oklaiioma, 
wliere many died of disease. Liter, 
he was exiled to a resen-aiion in 


Wasliingion. where lie died in 1904, 

The land is the latest achieve 
meat for the Nez Perce. Tlie tribe 
has been rebniiding its herd ol 
Appaloosa horse.s as part of a pro 
gram for troubled youth and over 
s;iw the reintniduction of the gray 
wolf to the wilds of Idaho. 

Before buying the land in 
Oregon, tlie Nt-z Perce wtirked to 
restore salmon and steeliiead iiahi- 
tat in the Wallowa country :ind are 
eager lo be good neiglibors, .said 
Jaime Pinlika/ti. a memlier of tlie 
trilK-'s Exeaitive Committee. 

“You hxik !it the misery of our 
history- and the obstacles we had 
III overcome to regain our place," 
he .said. “This gives us the confi- 
dence to say, ‘Wliat next?'” 

'Hie land wa.s Ixnigllt from Hans 
.Mngdon, a tnember of a cattle 
ranching family, in a deal 
arranged by the Trust for Public 
Uind. which buys private land for 
cuaservation. 

“■Hie Nez Perce coming back to 
Oregon for the first lime in 120 
years sen-es the cjuise of ju.stice,” 
said Bowen Blaiti, Northwest 
regional director of the 'Tni.si for 
Public Lind. 

The tribe got the money from 
BP.-\, wiiich is re<iuired by law to 
spend S252 million a year to make 
up for fisli and wildlife habitat 
lost to hydroelectric dams. 

BPA has,;dso pledged $2 million 
to buy an adjoining 6,000 acres 
and give the tribe $-150, (XX) a year 
anage tlie land. 


Stu(dy: Eyeless crayfish have color genes 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — A 
Urighoni Young University biolo- 
gist has found that eyole.ss cray- 
fish living in dark caves have 
working color-iision genes. 

The genes may play some <ither 
role, pos.sibly in controlling sleep- 
wake cycles known as circiidian 
rliytlims. 

People and oilier animals have 
similar genes. So the study by 
researcher Keith Crandall may- 
lead to better understanding of 
the human biological clock and of 
liuitum colorblindness. 

His study of the rhodopstn 


color-vision gene in crayfish wa; 
publislied today in the journal 
Nature. 

"This gene that we ilimiglii we 
knew tile function of very well 
has another function we’ve never 
thought ahoui," said Crandall, an 
assistant professor of 'zoology and 
curator of crustaceans at BYU's 
M.L. Bean Museum. “It’s in all 
tile hiochemistry textbooks as an 
exam|)le of liow well we under- 
.stand a gene. Tiiis study shows 
we don’t understand it nearly as 
well as we thought." 

Crandall, who joined BYU’s 


laculty last year, went to 
Tennessee, Missouri and Florida 
to collect three species of cray. 
fish that live in streams, have 
eyes and can see. He also 
climbed into caves to collect 
three species of blind, eyeless 
crayfish. 

The BYU scientist studied the 
stream and cave-dwelling cray- 
fish to compare ilii-ir rhodopsin 
genes. Rhodopsin is a type of 
opsin gene. Opsins are respoiisi- 
lile for producing pigments iliat 
allow the eye's retina to detect 
colors.

Tile Nung, originally from 
China's southuni Guunipci pnmnee, 
had a lung association witli West- 
ern forces, first with Vietnam’s 
Frencli colonial rulers, then with 
the Americans, They won U.S. 
prai.se for their loyalty and were 
renowned for tlieir Hgliting ability. 

But when the North Viet- 
namese overran South Vietnam in 


1975 and the Americans fled, the 
Nung were left behind in the 
chaos.

Military court convicts sergeant of rape 


DARMSTADT, Germany (AP) 
— A U.S. army sergeant was sen- 
tenced to five years in pri.son 
Tlmrsday after iK-ing convicted of 
raping a subordinate, indecent 
assault and tlirec count.s of 

.forcible sodomy. 

The military court found Sgt. 
Paul Fuiier, 25, of Columbus, 
Ohio, guilty of mistreating five 
female recruits. It also ordered a 
dishonorable dtsdiarge, forfeiture 
of all pay and allowances and 
demotion to the lowest grade. 

Fuller is the second former GI 
instructor convicted in a sexual 


assault scandal at the Army's 
training center in Darm.stadi. 

The investigation there w-as 
part of an Army-wide probe of 
sexual mi.sconduct tiuii began in 
November in rcspon.se to ihcse.xu- 
...ul.assauli.andJianissmcm scundal_. 
at Uie Army's ordnance sdiool in 
Aberdeen, Maryland. 

Fuller also was convicted of 
three counts of cruelty and m.!!- 
treatment, fraternization, kidtia|> 
ping and a reduced charge of 
unlawful entry. 

He was cleared of three other 
diargcs, including attempted rape 


and obsmiciiuii of jusiJcc. A sec- 
ond ra|)e cliiirgc was reduced to 
the indecent assault charge on 
which he wus convicted. 

Fuller denied all the charges 
.igainsc him and the defen.se has 
■_argued.thanlie.sex..was-coDseai- 
siiul. 

The pro.seciilion contended 
Fuller used his rank to intimi- 
date the women and presented 
e.xpert testimony by a sexual 
ass.'iuli counselor who said vic- 
tims commonly, fail to report 
rape, especially if they know the 
offender. 


Poll finds Americans condemn 


adultery but not the adulterers 


NEW YORK (AP) — Americans 
denounce adultery more easily 
than they condemn Uic adulterer, 
according to on As.sociatcd Prc.s.s 
poll token amid die furor over mil- 
itary sexual misconduct. 

By 51 percent to 35 percent, a 
majority of Americans say marital 
infidelity sliould not disqualify a, 
person from a leadership position. 
And an overwhelming 73 percent 
think adultery sliouJd not be pun- 
ished as a crime. 

These tolerant opinions contrast 
w'ith the nation’s longstanding 
devotion to the Seventh 
Commandment. In the poll, 78 
percent say it is always wrong for 
a mairied person to stray, and an 
additional 8 percent say it's 
almost always wrong 

"Alihougli most people oppose 
adufieiy, we've come a long way 
from 'The Scarlet Letter,"’ said 
Andrew Clicrlin of Johns Hopldas 
Univendiy, wiio lias fatten sever- 
al Inoks on American family life. 

"People think that adultery has 
serious consequences for mar- 
riages, bur not for people's 
careers. Most people would sec 
adultery as groimds for divorce, 
but they don't sec it as grounds 
for firing people from dieir jobs," 
Cherlin said. 

The poll was taken during a 
iiational debate about whether an 
Air Force general who admitted a 
dccade-old extramarital affair 
could be a candidate for chairman 
of ilie Joint Chiefs of Staff. Gen. 
Joseph Ralston wididrcw Monday 
from coasideration for ilic top mil- 
itary position. 

In the poll, luilf said tltc milii;:^ 
should enforce its standards rigid- 
ly, but 40 percent fav-ored flexibil- 
ity, such as Defense Secretary 
William Cohen exhibited in for- 


giving Ralston’s affair. Cohen said 
it was not "prejudicial to good 
order and discipline," using the 
definition of adultery that quali- 
fies as a crime under ilie Uniform 
Code of Military Justice. 

The poll of 1,016 adults was 
taken Friday through Tuesday by 
ICR of Media, Pa. Results have a 
margin of sampling error of plus 
or minus 3 percentage poinu>. 

- A major element of the debate 
over adultery has involved 
whether men and women face dif- 
ferent standards. In the poll, 47 
percent say the people running 
the military apply the rules more 
strictly to women. 

Tlial's also the belief of a major- 
ity of women. Democrats, people 
over age 35 and people who have 
either served in the militarj' or 
liavc a service member or veteran 
in ilieir family. 

"I think die survey reflects die 
misperception in the public that 
Kelly Flirui was iic|d to a double 
standard. Tliat’.s gospel now,” said 
Charles Moskos of Northwestern 
University, a military sociologist. 

Flinh, the first female D-52 
pilot, resigned rather than face 
court-martial not only for adul- 
tery, but also for fraternirhtion 
with an enlisted man, dLsobeying 
a direct order and lying to her 
commander. 

Moskos maintains that Coiicn 
applied no double standard in 
drawing a distinction between 
Ralston's affair and other cases.

Military’s staned on adultery baffles 
other countries: ‘Nobody cares’ 


JERUSALEM (AP) — Once a 
year, Israeli men leave behind 
their wives and jobs and put on 
olive-green uniforms for military 
resen-e duty. 

Many welcome the diversion. 
Some take the opportunity to 
break ihetr mturiage vows. 

"When we meet for reserve 
duty, the married soldiers spend 
lots of lime just hanging around 
talking about who Utcy arc sleep- 
ing mill,” said Oren Harman, a 24- 
year-old bachelor in a commando 
unit. 

Adultery is not uncommon 
iutiong career soldiers either, and, 
in such an atmosphere, recent 
ca.ses of U.S. officers forced to 
resign or losing promotions draws 
only bafflement. An Israeli army 
spokesman sold there ore no rules 
rcg,irding adultery; "It's just none 
of our business." 

"If officers were disdtarged for 
adultery. Pm nor sure how many 
there ueuid be left," said Israel TV 
military reporter Alon Den David, 

Other countries share Israel's 
nonchalance about adultery with- 
in the ranks. “Completely irrele- 
vant,” said a (^rman defense min- 
istry official. 

"lltcrc are no sancdoits for offi- 
cers having rel ationshi p s with 
each other, w^ictlier they arc mar- 
ried or not," said Peter Lorrson, a 
.spokesman for die Swedish army. 

In the United States, however. 
Gun. Joseph Rtdston, a decorated 
combat pilot with 32 years of ser- 
vice, withdrew his candidacy 
Monday for the top military posi- 
tion. chairman of the Joint Cliicfs 


of Staff, because of furor over a 
dccade-old adulterous affair. 

Supiion for Ralston within tltc 
U.S, military — despite the affair 
— led to public cries of a double- 
standard. First Li. Kelly Flitm, a B- 
52 pilot facing charges related to 
Iter affair witli a married civilian, 
was forced out of the /\ir Force. 

“We noted that case with amaze- 
ment," said Col. I. Erik lankc, 
spokesman for the Norwegian 
Supreme Defense Command in 
O.s)o. “Sudi dungs would not be an 
issue here. It's uniliinkable tliai 
the system would get involved." 

In England, Defense Chief of 
Staff Sir Peter H.irding resigned 
in 1994 after u tabloid exposed iiis 
affair with the young wife of a 
member of parliament. But 
Britain has no policy on adultery 
and lie faced no ciiargcs. 

Israel drafts nearly every man 
and woman into military service 
at age 18, though most women 
reject the army as a career and 
arc discharged at 20. Adultery 
usually involves married officers 
or reservist.s and unmarried scr- 
vicctvomen, since married women 
are c.xcmpt from service. 

For many Israeli men, their 
annual stint in tiie army reserves 
holds a promise of c.xdtcment a nd 
'fi^eUom. One base inllfe "Golan 
Heights is nicknamed “The 
Wiiorehou.se.” 

"It doesn't matter what he does 
as a civilian, whether he is a 
lawyer or a truck driver,” Reuven 
Cal wTotc Tuesday in the Yediot 
Alironot daily. "The minute he 
puts on Ills uniform, his madtismo 


emerges and he must cliosc every 
skirt that passes by.” 

Zippora, 27, said she was a 
recruit at a nortlicm Israel ba.se in 
the early 1990s when she wit- 
nessed a senior officer and liis dri- 
ver, both mamed, sleep witlt two 
women soldiers, sometimes in the 
women’s quarters and in others 
presence. Zippora, who tvould not 
give her last name, said she was 
uncomfortable but did not com- 
plain out of fear she would be 
barassed. 

Consensual relationships 
between officers and soldiers arc 
permined, but frowned ui»n. The 
recruit involved sometimes is 
transferred to another unit. Andl 
in the early 1980s, Israel’s naval 
commander resigned in the ivak(| 
of a scandalous affair with a 
young soldier under his command] 

Sexual harassment, on thd 
other hand, is a punishable 
offense. The army invcscignics 
about 100 complaints a year, the 
spokesman's office said, and offi- 
cers found guilty usually arc 
fined or demoted. 

The Israeli army has had its 
share of sc.xual scandals. A woman 
diorgcd her officer widi persuad- 
ing another soldier to have sex 
with her and v id eotap e it, then 
passing around the tape. But no 
one complains about adidteiy. 

“Israel is far less puritanical 
than the United States when it 
comes to sex," said Ron Ben Ishai, 
a veteran Israeli defense corre- 
spondent. “Nobody cares about iti 
It’s more a gossip column iteiri 
than anything else."

j Sales slump suggests no hike 
in interest rate needed in July

WASHINGTON — Retail sales 
slumped in May for a third consecutive 
month, the sovernment said Thursday, 
sending stock prices hurtling totvard yet 
another record by suggesting the Federal 
Resers'o won't luive to raise interest rates 
next month. 

It was the fist time in nearly 16 years 
that sales had dropped three months in a 
row. 

Economists said a slight .seasonally 
adjitstcd 0.1 percent salc.s drop in May, 
following declines of 0.0 percent in April 
and 0.3 percent in March, offered con* 
vincing evidence that economic growth 
has slowed sharply from the breakneck 
a.8 percent pace registered in the first 
three months of the year. 

Wall Street cheered the Commerce 
Department report, ‘ilie Dow Jones aver- 
age of industrial stocks, which clo.scd 
Wednesday at Its fourth consecutive 
record high, liad risen more than 80 
points by inidaftemoon Tlmrsday. break- 
ing the 7,600 barrier for the first time. 

And higher demand for Treasury's 
benclunark 30-year bond pushed the 
yield down to 6.77 percent from 6.84 per- 
cent late IVcdncsday. 

“The markets are banking on the Fed 
not tigluening at the ne.\t meeting and I 
think there’s. a good chance of that,” said 
economist Sandra Shaber of the WEFA 
Group in Eddystime, Pa. 

In March, the Federal Reserve engi- 
neered a (juarter-point interest rate 
increase aimed at slowing growth to a

level that's not likely to create inflation 
pressures. 

Monetary policy-makers passed up a 
chance to raise rates t\vo weeks ago, opt- 
ing to wait and see if the economy was 
cooling enough. With the latest report, 
most analysts believe they will pass 
again when they meet next July 1-2. 

Retail spending represents roughly a 
third of the overall economy, so its ups 
and downs are followed closely. 

The April sales drop was the biggest 
setback since February 1995 and the 
three straight declines were the first 
since consecutive drops in September 


througl) No\x-mlKT of 1981, at the end of 
tile severe 1980-81 recessitm. 

Sales had risen strongly in January 
and February, helped by an umisuully 
mild winter just as sales later were hun 
by a colder-than-normal spritig. 

Analysts predicted retail spending svill 
bounce back in tiie summer, buoyed liy 
(he strong job market, which pushed the 
unemployment rate down to -1.8 percent 
in May, lowest since 1973.

Hve^rccord finish, up 135,64 or 1.78 percent, to 

The market got off to a strong start 
Thursday morning thanks to a jump in bond 
prices in reaction to surprisingly weak retail 
sales for May. Overall, last month’s retail sales 
fell 0.1 percent, when the consensus forecast 
ciilled for a 0.4 percent rise, and April’s sales 
were revised to show a 0.9 percent decline 
instead of the 0.3 percent decrease reponed 
originally. In the last three months, the figures 
have shown a steady decline in consumer 
spending. 

The latest economic numbers demonstrated 
that economic growth continues to move 
along at a healthy pace and are likely to 
lower the chances of the Federal Reserve 
tightening monetary policy when its open 
market committee meets in early July, ana- 
lysts said. 

“It’s still a mixed reading from the econo- 
my, but on balance growth is slowing and that 
keeps the odds from being very higlt that the 
Fed will raise rates,” said A. Marshall Acuff, 
managing director at Smith Barney. 

The next piece of important data will be 
producer price data for May, which are sched- 
uled to be released Friday. If those wholesale 
numbers come in weaker than forecasted, 
analy.sts say stock prices could move further 
up. 

Flayers said banking-related issues that led 
the market’s ri.se benefited the most from the 
declines in intere.st rates, which were then fol- 
lowed by gains in drugs, oils and telecommuni- 
cations firms. Teclinology issues managed to 
rise late in the day after a weak opening, in 
spite of persistent worries that the sector 
miglu get hurt by slowing revenue growth. 

Bonds rose nearly by 1 point, pushing its 
yield down to G.7GG percent. — its lowest clos- .

Hugh Johnson, chief investment officer at 
First /Ylbany Corp,, said he had been encour- 
aged by the recent declines in long-term inter- 
est rates and the potential for strong earnings 
in tlie second quarter. 

“It’s not often that you .sec declining inter- 
est rates and earnings estimates revised 
upwards at the .same time,” he said. Portfolio 
managers have been quick at putting money 
at work into stocks, and "one thing that 
tlicy've learned is holding ca.sh in a rising mar- 
ket is bad for performance," he said. “And 
therc-seems to be a reluctance to hold cash, 
which is what I call the ‘hot potato' phenome- 
non."

Federal regulators say they 
will go after junk e-mail fraud 


PROFILES IN BUSINESS SUCCESS 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Federal regulators put the junk 
e-mail industry on notice 
Thursday that businesses will be 
punished if they put false infor- 
ntaiion in unsolicited mail they 
send to millions of Inicrnei 
iLsers. 

The Federal Trade 
Commission also a.skcd the Indus- 
to’ to come up with ways to stem 
the flood of commercial mail 
clogging the Internet and creat- 
ing bottlenecks that make it diffi- 
cult to get online. 

The FTC said it would ask 
industry groups to supply lists of 
—iunk-maii-scndcmohelp-in-the-- 
new drive to detect fraud. 
Penalties a junk mailer might 
face for breaking the fraud law 
could include an injunction to 
stop the illegal practice up to 
tens of thousands of dollars in 
fines fora repeat offender. 

“We will try to go after tiiem 
and prosecute some fraud," FTC 
commissioner Christine Varney 
said in an interview between 
hearings Tiiursday, the third day 
of the agency’s week-long hear- 
ings to address an array of online 
privacy intrusions. 

Concern has mounted about 
junk e-mail as more businesses 
seek to entice World Wide Web 
users to buy products and ser- 
vices. Sending masses of e-mail is 
vastly cheaper than mass mail- 
ings liirough traditional means. 
Commissioners heard testimony 


that n mailing list of Web user.s 
cost.s a.s little as $11 per million 
names. 

The re.sult is that Web users 
increasingly arc greeted when 
they log on by the equivalent of a 
stack of mail from parties tbey 
don't know. The quantity i.s 
adding to the network bottle- 
necks that liavc sloived transmis- 
sion of data and information 
across the Interact. 

In addition, people increasing- 
ly report e-mail scams that dupe 
them into sending money or cred- 
it-card numbers but give nothing 
in return. 

— FTC-off iciuls-suid-they would — 
focus on two types of confidence 
operations, 

* One involves businc.sscs that 
provide false names, Internet 
addresses or other identity in the 
c-mail.s they send, particularly if 
(hey invite people to write back 
to scop future e-mails. Because of 
the fake identities, the requests 
typically “bounce back” to the 
Web user without action. 

• The other involves junk 
mailers who lie to consumers, 
such ns investment and businc.ss 
opportunity scams. 

Several major junk c-ntailers 
and industry groups representing 
them said they would cooperate 
with the FTC, including supply- 
ing names of fellow mailers. 

“We have to play by the rules," 
said Sanford Wallace, president 
of Cyberpromotions Inc. “We 


want to set an example.” 

For now, at least, the l-TC has 
decided to let the industry sluw 
thc flood of unsolicited mail on 
its own in.stcad of pushing for 
govemmem rule.s such as an out- 
right ban of junk mailing. 
Regulators at 1'hursday’s licariiig 
asked industry and consumer 
groups to create a panel to exam- 
ine the problem and report back 
in six monibs. 

Junk e-mail costs Web users 
money because they pay for die 
Interact connection time, incluil- 
ing the lime it lakes them to read 
and delete the offending mes- 
-sages, 

In addition, companies that 
provide Internet service are hit 
irith the cost of hat'ing unscrupu- 
lous c-mailcrs relay messages 
througli their computers on their 
way to other recipients. The 
method is used by some junk 
mailers os a way to disguise their 
identities. 

On another Internet privacy 
front, the FTC is pressuring the 
look-up services industry to let 
Americans sec the companies’ 
records with their persomd infor- 
mation. 

Lexis-Ncxis and other look-up 
services assemble and sell the 
private details to professionals 
sucli as law-enforcement agen- 
cies, private investigators and 
lawyers. They don’t allow con- 
.sumers to sec the records and 
ciieck far inaccuracies.

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Siddon finds trouble on Martha’s Vineyard

/Vnne Rivers Siddons is knoun 
for writing novels set in her

"Hill Tots-ns” (Italy), and “Fault 
Lines” (California), 

Fortunately for readers, when 
trouble strikes Siddons’ new 
heroine, Molly Bell Redwine of 

• Atlanta, she heads up north to 
i Martha’s Vineyard, and then up 
. island to the most remote part of 

that resort. And it turns out that 
Siddons — and Molly — have as 
much an affinity for snow-laden 
woods and boulder-strctNTi beach- 
es as the landscaped lushness of 
Adanta. 

In "Up Island” (HarperCoUins, 
S24), Molly leaves Atlanta rather

abrupdy,- but who can blame the 
poor woman. After 20-plus years, 


her Coca-Cola exec hubby, Tec, 
lias announced he’s in love uiih a 
young lavv 7 er who bears a strik- 
ing resemblance to Molly before 
she put on years and pounds. Her 
two children arc grown and most- 
ly gone. 

And then Molly’s petite, 
manipulative mother suddenly 
dies and her father goes off to 
stay with Molly’s brother. For a 
woman who has always believed 
in the importance of family, even 
working up the wherewithal to 
get a good divorce lawyer is a 
major step: 

“I had never known how to 
fight, only propitiate, only accom- 
modate, only enable. ... I could 
not blow up the only world 1 had, 
the world of The Family. What 
would I do without it, who would 
I be, how would I live, who or 
what would provide the context 
forlTie Family?” 

On Martha’s Vineyard, Molly 
begins to discern some answers 
when slic rents an isolated cot- 


tage for the off-season and finds 
herself tending a pair of cantan- 
kerous swans; running errands 
for her eccentric, huge landlady; 
being rebuffed by her landlady's 
embittered, cancer-stricken son; 
and dealing tvith her depressed 
dad, who has come to stay and is 
literally wasting away from grief, 

Siddons displays a heavy hand 
when it comes to heaping on 
Molly’s troubles, and there’s 
nothing subtle about her message 
of renewal. Ccnainly, it'.s no acci- 
dent that Molly's galumphing dog 
is named Lazarus. Still, "Up 
Island” is an emotionally truth- 
ful, satisfying story. 

Siddons creates convincing and 
sympathetic characters. 
Knowing, too. that real life is a 
messy business, she doesn’t neat- 
ly lie up all the loose ends. 
Molly’s got a ways to go yet, and 
she's not sure in exactly which 
dircaion. She may be up island 
for the time being, but at least 
shc'.s no longer up the creek.

On a sunny October day in 
1991, a gentle breeze was blow- 
ing, and a 32-foot sloop left a pro- 
tected anchorage in die Bahamas 
for what should have been a 
pleasant trip to N’as.vau. 


Instead, the two sailors on 
^boord encountered the largest 
waves they had ever seen. A^en 
the boat was on the crests, all of 
Nassau some 25 miles away was 
visible. When the boat was in Uic 
troughs, they could see nothing 
but water. 

Just outside the harbor, the 
waves, in effect, tripped on the 
sea bottom and crashed on the 
entrance jetty, engulfing the 
ligliiiiouse and dislod^ng rocks. 

*l1ie two cats on the small .sloop 
jerked awake, fled below and 
vomited, beachfront properties 
were demolished. The next day, 
the harbor was closed, even to 
large cruise ships. 

A.S astounding as the waves 
tliemselve.s was tiie fact tiiat tliey 
had been generated more than 
1,200 miles away, pulsing south 
from a tempest off the coast of 
Ma.ssachusctt.s, 

“The Perfect Storm” (W.W. 
Norton, $25) is the true story of 
that blow. A cross between a 
meteorological whacdunnit and a 
higli-seas drama, it iake.s readers 
into the heart of the maelstrom 
and sliows nature's splendid and 
dangcroas havoc at its utmost. 

Eveiy boater, for some inexplic- 
able reason, is drawn to storm-ac- 
sca stories, and this one bcat.s 
them all. 

Author Sebastian Junger says 
he u.sed the word “perfect” in the 
meteorological sense: “a storm 
that could not possibly have been 
worse.” 

He iuings the talc on the sad 
fate of a 72-foot steel swordfish- 
ing boat, the Andrea Gail. 

Tlic CTOw of sLx men have been 
out for weeks and have loaded 
the hold with 40,000 pounds of 
fisli. As they begin to head home, 
“the air is calm, the sky is full of 
~starsrTwo''tliousand'milcs'away, 
weather systems are starting to 
collide.” Unbeknownst to its 
crew, the Andrea Gaii is about to 
be hit by “the big wet fist” of the 
worst -Storm of die century. 

Junger treats readers to some 
splendidly vivid writing and 
imbues the story with all the sus- 
pense it deserves. 

One of the last communications 
from the Andrea Gail is this: 
“She’s cornin’ on, boys, and she’s 
cornin’ on strong.” Junger theo- 
rizes the ship’s radio antenna was

sheared off in a guscshortly after- 
ward. 


"Those boys sounded scared,” 
one of the captains in the fishing 
fleet who heard them recalls,

And if lie’s feeling a little full 
of himself and having a ton of 
fun, ivhy not?

He walks the walk of a success- • 
fill movie star, almost gliding as 
he enters a conference room in 
the midtown offices of Univensal 
Studios, producers of "The Lost 
World; Juras.sic Park," whicli has 
hox'office totals already 
approaching S200 million after 
just three weeks, lie's malluahiu

Uccnusc of tile, whirl of publici- 
ty for Steven Spielberg's secjuel 
to his megabit, “Jurassic Park." 
Goldblum’.s asked if he’s been 
working hard, “Well, if this looks 
like nofk." lie feli.s die photogra- 
pher, striking another pose. 

Dean Devlin, producer and co- 
writer of the other top-grossing 
film Goldblum’s been in, Inst 
summer’s “Independence Day," 
once joked that “in Ilollynvood, 
tliere’s a law tiiar .says when you 
do n sci-fi movie you have to have ‘ 
Jeff Goldblum.” 

Tiling is: It's no joke. 
Goldblum’s sci-fi roles amount to 
a billion-dollar filmography. 

Once the camera shutters stop 
whirring and lie settles down to 
. talk, Goldblum says he feels 
grateful to be in these uUra- 
megablockhusiers. "It’s nice for

and it sure beats being in movies 
that come and go so fast no one 
even knew it was at the cineplex. 

He’s still in chose kinds of 
movies. Just last year, be scarred 
in something titled “Trigger 
Hap])y," which recently came out 
on video and was .savagely 
panned by critics, “A lot of 
movies, and movies I’d still love 
to be in and have been in," he 
says, “are .special and only 
intended for a .select audience, 
and are riskier in maierinl per- 
haps. venturc.some, different.” 
The -M-ycar-oId, 6-foot-4 actor 
has filled a range of roles over 
tile years, going back to Ids early, 
small parts: a rapist in 1974’s 
"Death Wish," the disco oumcr in 
“Tliank Cod, It’s Friday,” the 
People magazine writer in "The 
Big Chill." and a NASA recruiter 
in “'nic Riglu Stuff." 

It wasn’t until 1985 that he got 
his first leading-man role, in 
"Into tile Night.” Both he and the 
movie fared poorly, though. 

Then in 1987, lie flew into star- 
dom in "The Fly," playing Seth 


Brundle a scientist wiio transmo- 
grifies into a mutant hybrid. (He 
co-starred with Gecna Davis, who 
became his .second wife.) 

It's roles such as that and the 
ones he’s played in his three* 
biggest movies that have led crit- 
ics to say he was born to play 
eccentric scientists. 

"Sounds flattering to me,” sjiys 
Goldblum, who grew up one of 
four children in an uppcr-middle- 
class suburb of Pittsburgh, “It's 
flattering to be given the.se cou- 
ple of parts where they think 1 
come off especially sman. That’s 
nice, Me, I have a high .school 
diploma. In school, I made good 
'grades, I must say, hut it was an 


academically not very demand- 
ing school, and I wusn’t particu- 
larly interested in math or sci- 
ence or anyiliing like that. My 
dad was a doctor, but 1 was inter- 
ested in sports and piano and 
painting and .stuff Lkc that." 

In fact, he still plays the piano 
every day: “It's a lovely part of 
my day that I don’t have to plan 
or anything.” 

Goldblum acknowledges tliat 
he's no longer engaged to Laura 
Dem, who co-starred in the origi- 
nal “Jurassic Park,” but he says 
he’s trying to make sure liJs per- 
sonal life is “not part of the 
enterrainnicnt.” 

“The truth is I respect her ter- 


rifically,” he says. “I adore her as others’ lives very closely, not tra- 
a person. We’re luckily in each didonally together right now.,."

Fan Fair is an annual June 
event where 24.000 hard-core 
enthusiasts worldwide fill the 
Tennessee State Fairgrounds for 
five days and mingle with liieir 
favorite entertainers or bands. 

In it.s 26ih year, Fan I'air has 
sold out for the last seven years. 
This year's festival runs from 
June 16-20. Tickets are S90 per 
per.son. 

For that amount, they’ll see 
Tanya Tucker perform on the 
Capitol Records show, and they’ll 
have the opportunity to go see 
(heir favorite stars, like

The original Moody Blues line- 
up — guitarist Denny Laine, 
pianist Mike Finder, harmonica 
player/flmist Ray ’niomas, drum- 
mer Graeme Edge and bassist 
Clint Wanvick — had its first hit 
with a cover of an American 
R&B tune, “Co Now," in 19G5. Its 


career stalled for a time then, 
and Laine and Warwick were 
replaced by Justin Hayivard and 
John Lodge. 

After the lineup change, the 
band switched directions com- 
pletely. It went into the studio to 
record ivhat svas supposed to be 
a stereo demonstration record 
with the London Festival' 
Orchestra and came out with 
“Days of Future Passed.”

Musicologist 
reportedly finds 
Mozart operas 

NEW YORK (AP) — A music 
history professor has discovered 
ports of two operas he says were 
written by Wolfgang Amadeus 
Mozart, raising the possibility 
that other works by the compos- 

— er have yet to be found, -Tlie New 

York Times reported today. 

University of Northern Iowa 
professor David J. Buch made 
the discoveries last year in the 
archives of the City and 
University Library in Hamburg, 
Germany. 

Among .Buck’s finds was a 
score that had been taken to 
Russia at the end of World War 
n and was rcccndy returned.' 

Mozart's contributions were to 
the little-knotvn Viennese operas 
‘‘The Philosopher’s Stone" and 
‘‘The Beneficent Dervish." 

‘‘The Beneficent Dervish” had 
been attributed to Emanuel 
Sdiikoncdcr, who commissioned 
‘‘The Magic Flute.” 

Buch unearthed the Mozart 
link to the operas while research- 
ing a book about supernatural 
and fairy-tale operas from the 
18ch century. He is publishing 
his findings in the Cambridge 
Opera Journal in November. 

Cliff Eisen, a Mozart scholar, 
said the findings could indeed 
mean there are other Mozart 
works out there waiting to be 
found. 

“My wild speculation is that 
this is only one example of simi-' 
lor discoveries yet to be made,” 
he said.

Since South's opening one no- 
Irunip marks him with al least 
two clubs. West's lead of the club 
deuce can only be a singleton. 
What happens if East wins his 
king and ace and leads a third 
round for West to ruff? Nothing 
good for the defense. West gets 
his ruff, but declarer is now in 
control. He wins West's spade 
shift, draws trump.s, and discards 
two spades on dummy's clubs. 
The defenders got a swift three 
winners, but South collects a 
slower 11 ). 

How should East defend? In- 
stead of collecting his known 
three-winners on the run, he must 
think about where a fourth might 
lie. If West has an ace. it cannot 
disappear, so East must tiy for a 
fourth trick in .spades, 

Al trick two, East should give 
West his ruff by reluniing his club 
nine. Tliis is a clear suit-prefer- 
ence signal, a.sking West to return 
the higher-ranking side suit. West 
ruffs and relunis a spade to devel- 
op a spade winner, and South can- 
not avoid losing a spado to go one 
down. If South tries a desperate 
diamond finesse, hoping to dis- 
card dummy's losing spade, he

Son walks in Louis 
Gossett Jr.’s ‘Shoes’ 


On Falher's Day, one 
young man literally will get 
to live Ills dad’s life in a new 
cable film. 

Sunday’s new Showiime 
drama “In His Faiher’s 
Shoes” \vas co-produced by 
Oscar and Emmy recipient 
Louis Gossett Jr, who also 
plajit dual roles in the multi- 
generational tale.

Asked if any hearing- 
impaired youngsters look 
to her for advice, 
Ecklund, who cun read 
lips and also use 
American Sign 

Language, .said, “I do get 
mail, but never any that 
asks, specifically, for 
advice. And I really don't 
have much advice to 
offer. As you know, I 
grew up hard-of-hearing 
and then became deaf 
when I was 15. So, I’m 
still muddling my way 
through and trying to 
find out how to live (with 
deafness) myself. 

Amy, who is married to 
actor Jon Ecklund, was 
born in Reno, Nev., and 
raised in Austin, Texas, 
where she studied acting 
at the Zachary School 
Theatre. After getting 
her bachelor’s of fine arts 
from the University of 
Southern California, she 
came to New York and 
held a number of jobs, 
including checking hats 
and coats for the fabled 
Broadway eatery, Sardi’s.

“It's not only hearing- 
impaired people who arc 
interested in Abigail,” 
Ecklund says. “Many 
people have written in to 
say how much they 
admire her for her 
refusal to he limited in 
her choices.” 

Asked what she secs 
arc the most significant 
changes in Abby since 
August, 199S, when the 
character first appeared 
on the scries, Amy - who 
Itas a birthday coming up 
on June 25 • said, “I think 
it’.s VC17 significant that 
Abby is becoming her 
own woman. Since 
leaving the close knit 
community in Goshen in 
which she lived for much, 
of her life, she had to 
find out who she is, and 
what she wants to do 
with her life.” Fans were 
upset when Abby broke 
up with Rick (Michael 
O'Leary). How did she 
feel about that? 

“1 think it probably 
was a good thing for her 
to break off with him,” 
Ecklund said. “It gave 
her a new direction to 
lake, one that didn’t have 
her always doting on him, 
and trying to please him 
all the time.

Asked if any hearing- 
impaired youngsters louk 
to her for advice, 
Ecklund, who can read 
lips and also use 
American Sign 

Uinguage, said, “I do get 
mail, but never any that 
asks, specifically, for 
advice. And 1 really don't 
have much advice to 
offer. As you know, I 
grew up hard-of-hearing 
and then became deaf 
wiicn I was 15. So, I'm 
still muddling my way 
through and trying to 
find out how to live (with 
deafness) myself. 

Amy, who is married to 
actor Jon Ecklund, was 
born in Reno, Ncv., and 
raised in Austin, Texas, 
where site studied acting 
at the Zachary School 
Theatre. After getting 
her bachelor’s of fine arts 
from the University of 
Southern California, she 
came to New York and 
held a number of jobs, 
including checking hats 
and coats for the fabled 
Broadway eatery, Sardi’s. 
She studied with Austin 
Pendleton (whose long, 
long list of theatrical 
credits also includes at 
least one soap) at the HB 
Studio, She soon got lots 
of stage work. She was 
preforming in “Present 
Laugher” when she 
learned she’d been 
chosen to play Abigail 
Blume.
